Tue diphtheria cure of Dr Bohring, of 
Berlin, a disciple cf Prof. Koch, has been 
exploited at the Buda-Pesth modical con- 
gress and endorsed by many of tho delegates 
present. Dr Bebring’s cure is called a 
blood serum. By successive and increased 
dosos the diphthoria is injected into ani- 
mals, and they gradually acquire immunity 
against the malady. The blood of auch 
animals, injected into othor avimals, has 
the effact of conferring immunity upon the 
latter, or healing them if suffering from 
diphtheria, Of this Mood Dr Bohriog ex- 
tractod the serum, and hae injected it into 
human baings with wouderful results. 
Prof. Heubner, of Berlin, and Prof. 
Rouz, of Paris, endorsed the cure at the 
congress. Prof, Roux edid he had applied 
it im cases at the children’s hospital Up 
to last year 60 per cout, of the cases of that 
disease ended fatally. This year he has 
inoculated over 300 children with tho 
serum, and the mortality fell from 60 to 15 
per cent, After « fow injections the ma- 
lady changed almost instantly to fever and 
soon disappeared. 


Toe Volunteer Cyclists’ Long-Distance 
Challenge Cup, which has now been com-

the truth an their Chinese opponents have. 
The Japanese aro as. acoret as the 
grave about their naval and military 
movements until the engagements are over; 
but, as our correspondent suye, they give 
details with all bonesty after the event. 
With the etate of unrest in China, tho Chi- 
nese officiala cannot do this, because they 
‘fear the people.” There need bo no lengthy 
propf of the fact that the Yaloo business 
played havco amonget the Chinese fleet, 
chiefly because of the greater room the 
Jnpaneso had for manq@avring their ships 
and the eoaman-like maaner in which the 
abips were handled, ‘ Whatever you may 
bear toibe contrary,’ anys our informant, 
‘ the Japanese vessels are practically sound : 
they havo aot lost a ship, while the Chinese 
lost four,” 

Tho ships engagol on the Japanee 
side were:—Yoshina, Naniuen (etightly 
damagel), Takachtho, Akitsushima, Ma- 
tsushima, flag-abip (considerably damaged 
about the deck anty), Hachidate, Ztsu- 
kuskima, Puso, Chiyoda, Heiyei, (cousider- 
able damage about deck avd one ahot in 
bull), 4kagi(main-maat gone and ous shot 
in hol), aod Saikio~2eru (several shots in 
hull). The Saikio is an old mail liner, 
which hos bien partially armed and con- 
verted into a despateh bont. The Japanese 
loss waa considerable—10 officera killed, 69 
men killed, and 150 officers and men wound- 
ed. Ont of the above total, the Matsushima 
(flag-abip) bad over 140 killed and wonnded, 
i toas whieb was brought ahont principally 
by aabell from the Ting-yuen, which er- 
ploded the ammunition of the Japanese flag- 
ship which had been brought up an deck 
and was served out for her gune. It may 
well bo imagined that the slaughter and 
confusion enused by this terribly «ffeotive 
shot a ver:table turning of the Japanese fire 
against themselvea—presented a aight which 
is not offen witnessed even in naval warfare. 
And yet the Flag-ship of tha Japanese wea 
not seriously damaged. One of her quick- 
tiring guna was temporarily disabled, and 
the hydraulic gear of her big gun was 
knocked out of time. The Suikio, already 
mentioned a8 an armed cruiser, had one of 
the Admiralty officers on bonrd. Her ex- 
periesco was not pleasant A shot sarried 
away her sleam ateering-gear pipe and da- 
maged the hand-geur at the same tims ; and 
then the half-armed despatch-boat had a

MALARIAL FEVER AND HOW: TO 
WARD IT OFR. 
Two days ago we published an extract on 
typhoid fever from an.address.at the Buda. 
‘esth Congresa of Hygiene. As malarial 
fover ia mora common ih Hongkong than 
typhoid fever, we give tho following extract 
from the Report for 1893 by Dr Thornhill, 
the Government Medien! Officer of Uva, 
Ceylon s— . 
t'q especially prevalent in tha low-lying 
Portions in Bintenna, Welasss, and Kongalla. 
Bintenna, where it may be aaid to be a ya. 
ritable scourge, the destruction of life and 
labour caused by it being iramense. The 
condition of. the majority of the inhabitants 
of there divisions indicates the necessity for 
measures calculated to improve the condi- 
tion of the people ag regards food and wator 
aupply, irrigation and ronds, and also an ra 
gards sanitation and the provision of more 
hospitala, ao that they could be more easily 
availed of. I would urge, tuo, that quinine 
in 5-graiu packets should be far mora largely 
and widely distributed ; in fact thatit should 
be made avnilablé free of cost in every vil. 
lage and housa in these malarious divisions, 
and that it should be sold with printed labels 
at every post office, police atation, headman's 
and registrar's ‘house, and at every dispen- 
aury, af 2 cents for enoh 5-grain paaket 
and at 5 cents for 8 packets of 4 graine 
each, I recently isrued the following 
instructions to atl the Medical Officera in tha 
Provinoe :—(1) Youshould, both in the hos- 
pitaland dispensiry, and wien travelling, 
adviav the inhabitants of malarious p acoa— 
{a} To construot their houses or huts with 
one or more rooms raised on posts or pillars 
some 6 ft. to 10 fl, abave the ground, and 


j to aleep in these, aud never, if possible, to 


sleep on the ground. Inform them that the 
poison of malaria docs not float higher than 
6 feet above the ground, (b} Never to drink 
any water that has not been firet thoraughly 
boiled, (c) Before und duting the malarious 
season to apply to you for quinine, and to 
take it und give it to their children and ro- 
Jatives daily according to the printed direa- 
tions. Inform them thot jt will always be 
issued free of-eost.: (d) Fo pinntas maoy 
rad or blue gum trees (Hucalyptus) as they 
oan round about their houses, (2) Jesue & 
oopy of these instructions written in Sinha. 
lose and Tamil toeuot headman in your dis- 
j trict, and on all possible occasions explain 
the reasons for these precautions to headmen 
and urge on them to do all they can ty 
gel the people to adopt them as far as 
possible, I forwarded copy of theas to 
the Government Agent, and suggested that 
he might bave them printed in Sinhaleeo and 
Tami) and ciroulated in numbera to all head- 
men for distribution to all parsons able to 
read, with instructions to use their best en- 
deavours to persuada the inhabitanta of 
theas malerious places to adopt and sys- 
tematicully attend to these precautions, at 
least ta (ih), viz.,to drink only water that 
had been boiled ; and OD viz., to procure 
and uae quinine freely. | think areal effort 
should be made to try and induge the re- 
sidenta in these malarious places to construct 
their houses or buts an posta or pillars, ie, 
with tho floor raised some 6 feet about the 
ground, or at least to construct sleaping 
places inside their hanses raised 6 ft. above 
the fleora. ‘To effect this I think a prac 
tical example should be given at two or thrae 
places in each malarivus division, ond I 
would suggest that certain headmen be 
provided with a type pian of auch 
raised houses, and that one or two villagers’ 
houses at certain places shuald be reoon- 
structed on thie plan, the expenses of doing 
so being provided by Government. I would 
also suggest that some instructions aos are 
contained in the above circular should be 
printed in all school reading books (English 
and vernagular), and also a rough sketoh of 
4 heuse raised on posta or pillara in the was 
auggested, and that all school teachers 
should beinstructed to continually draw the 
attention of the children to thia picture aud 
instructions and lo explain the reasons to 
them, oud te all whom ther meet, and to 
instruct the children in their turn to show 
the picture and instructions, and to explain 
them to their parenta and others. 


LORD DUFFERIN ON BOOKS. 


In hig Presidential Address to the Library 
Aasuciation in Belfast, recently, Lord Dut. 
ferin modestly attributed ihe ehetion to 
tho Chair solely to hig connection with the 
city in which the Congress of Book Cura- 
tora is this year being held. Her Ma- 
Jesty’s Ambassador to France has, however, 
higher claims than thuse of a simple local 
magnate—a ‘ zvoyraphical expression,’ as 
be was pleased to designato himself. Long 
before he had attained distinction as a 
Statezman, the great-grandson of Sheridan 
was, as un author, Jurnishing pleasant 
work fur the librarian who could indulge 
in the luxury of consulting the inside of 
books, That, unforiunately, the gentle- 
men ahom le addressed the vibor day bave 
little time for doing. Every year tho tor- 
rent of volumes which poura from the preva 
is so overwhelming, that if, like Dominie 
Sampson, the officials halted to read on 
their library steps, they would be awept 
raway by the gathering flood. Instead 
of bing, as their President defined 
them, the ‘tabulators and subdividers’ 
of literature, they would be mere help- 
leas ‘anags,’ round which the river 
would eddy and surge. Chacs wauld take 
the place of order. Yet, as Lord Dufferin 
indicated with suflicivat clearness, the 
modern librarian, even more than his pre- 
deccasors of u fow yeara back, requires to 
be a reader #8 woll as an arranger. The 
Public Liberaries Act has, with the ever-in- 
creasing collections it has brought into 
existence, raised up a hoat of inexperiened 
rondora, who aro helpless without the 
librarian’s aid. Authors and their relative 
merita are alike strange to them, The 
know nothing of ‘authorities,’ and wk 
vaguely for a * good book ! on some subject, 
without tha emallest idea whether it is by 
Mr Bessnt the mathematician, or fri 
Beaant the novelist, or whether the 
‘Golden Butterfly’ is 4 story, or a treatise 
on the Lepidoptera, They are in a new 
-world, to which the Board School furnighey 
ho guidance, and for a knowledge of which 
the Kducation Department makes no pay- 
menia by regult. Every year such novices 
become more numerous, ax, no doubt, many 
of the new race of profeasional librarians 
could Lear wituess. Of more erudite lite 
rature than that of the circulating library, 
only a amall portion is contained in aepa. 
rate books, {t liea in the papers and me- 
noirs of & hundred joursals and learned 
“"Transsstions,’ to the contents of whioh « 
specialist is required as guide.

THE LIMITS OF CREDULITY. 


Awongit the developments—wa oan 
hardly call thena intellootnsl of the preaent 
day ia o persistent raking atmonget the dust 
and ashes of the past.

noises were made, Thia is bat one amongat 
many things of the kind, The Cook-lane 
ghost, for example, whieh: Dr Johnson 
thought should be inquired into, has beon 
also rehabilitated, though thet was amongat 
the patent frauds of the day. In this fa- 
shion belief after belief ig being brought to 
the front, on the plea that it wae once held 
by a large number of persons who could not

believed unless there was a preat deal of 
evidence ta causa them to do so, This is, of 
course, begging the whole case. Asa mat- 
ter of pare history. as wellasa mattor of 
pure reaion, a beliefis nuove the more rea- 
sonable because it is held by a nation, or 
several untions, but, on the contrary, itis 
tathor ground for supposing that it has 
grown up without any real foundation in 
fact. Wo might give handreda of exan- 
ples of this trnth, euch ss the wni- 
versal belief in ancient daye in fauns, 
nymphs, satyrs, dryads, gods of al 
sorta, sizes, and degrecs, The most 
striking example of a wide-spread, 
almost universal, belief is to be found ic 
witoboraft, which bas a msas of ovidexce 
on its side whioh may be said to be over. 
whelming, irom one point of view. 
Gruve judges, men of great ability and 
learning, men who had atudied evidence 
and wore acoustomed to know what 
was proof and what was aupposition, 
sent thousands of haploss creatures,
